Eight men are on trial simultaneously in 
the Ctlreuit Court at Belleville for their 
lives. They are charged with the murder 
of Sheriff Hermann Barnickol, who died 
Saturday, Jan. 27, from the egect of inju- 
ries received Jan. 13. , 

This ts the largest number ever on trial 
at the same time on such a charge in St 
Clair County and is the largest number eve: 
on trial in the State on such a charge, ex- 
cept the Haymarket Anarchists in 187.

ATTORNEYS RETAINED FOR 


CRIMINAL PROCEEDINGS. 


Alleged Primary Frauds in the Tenth 
Ward Will Soon Be Aired by 
Evidence in the Cir. 
cuit Court. 


Councilman Oharles Kratz Thursday ap- 
pealed to the Circuit Court to protoect him 
from the effects of alleged fraud at the re- 
cent primary in the Tenth Ward. 

Mr. Kratz does not appear in the suit 
as the plaintiff. He is represented in this 
capacity by F. W. Clemens, his lleutenant, 
whose name was scratched from 145 ballots. 

Mr. Clemens’ suit takes the form of a 
petition for a writ of mandamus to compel 
the Board of Eelection Commissioners to 
issue to him a certificate of election as a 
delegate to the Republican State Conven- 
tion and to vacate and annul the certificate 
already issued to Frank Warner, whcse 
name was substituted for Clemens’ on the 
145 scratched ballots. 

As an earnest of the fact that he means 
business, Mr. Kratz stated that he would 
also apply to Assistant Prosecuting At- 
torney Jonnson for warrants against those 
whom he charges with committing the 
frauds. He has retgined ex-Judge Thomas 
M. Harvey to represent him in the criminal 
procedure, while Attorneys T. T. Fauntle. 
Charles A. Hauts represent him 
in the civil action. 

The whole affair promises to result _in 
an airing of Republican primary methods 
that will not be savory.

Detectives 
Viehle and Sylvia arrested Mrs. Katherine 
fay at her home at 924 South Fourteenth 
atreet and sent a number of children found 
there to an asylum. They also dug up the 
cellar and the vard in search of bodies of 
infants without result. 

This arrest resulted from a charge of 
abandonment gimilar to that preferred by 
Policeman Woodlirg.

TWENTY-FIVE BODIES BELIEVED 
TO BE LYING AMiD THE RUINS,

Several of the Dead Removed, and Firemen and Citizens 
Working Frantically to Rescue Those Who 
May Be Only Wounded and the Re- 
mains of Those Who 
Are Dead. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., April 12.—A four-story 
brick building on the corner of Wood street 
and Second avenue, occupied by Armstrong, 
McKelvy & Co., wholesale paint dealers, 
collapsed shartly before 10 o'clock this 
morning. 

A score or more people were in the build- 
ing at the time and many, it is feared, were 
buried in the ruins. 

A hundred men were soon tearing away at 
the debris striving to release the buried men 
and to get out the dead bodies. It is believed 
that not one person in the building escaped, 
unless one or two on the top floor may have 
escaped being crushed to death. 

The building fell without warning and col- 
lapsed, the fall being out toward Third 
avenue, blocking up the street. 

A policeman turned in an alarm of fire 
and in a minute the firemen and the police 
were at. work at the debris. 

The building was being remodeled and the 
center wall had been taken out. It is sup- 
posed the weight of the stock piled on the 
upper floors was too great for the weakened 
timbers. The building extended back about 
60 feet on Third avenue. One-half of it col- 
lapsed. 


Three injured and one dead had been 
taken out at 10:30 o’clock. The dead body 


was recognized as that of a carpenter, 
whose name is unknown. 

Two others. who can be seen, but have 
not been reached, are believed to be dead. 
They are Eugene Bernhardt and a boy. At 
least 25 more are believed to be still in the 
ruins. 

At noon two dead bodies had been recov- 
ered and three persons taken out alive. 

The dead are: Oscar Bingham, a carpen- 
ter, and Eugene C. Bernhardt, a salesmon. 


Two of the injured were not seriously 
hurt. The other, Noel Casper, an employe,

Thin wreaths of smoke commenced to curl 
up from the ruins before the dust clouds 
caused by the falling walls had settled, 
These the firemen gave their close atten- 
tion, but an explosion is feared at any time,

WASHINGTON, April 12—The Supreme 
ic ourt to-day denied leave to file the pe- 
tition of Ramon Baez, a citizen of Porto 

Rico, for writs of habeas corpus and cer- 
tiorarl in the proceeding against him for 
violation of the Porto Rican election law by 
the provisional courts of that island, Baez 
being now in confinement under this pro- 
ceeding. The decision was announced by 
the Chief Justice. who made a brief ex- 
Planation of the court's attitude. The 
court did not enter at all upon the ques- 
tion of jurisdiction or decide any of the 
more important points raised by the pe- 
titions. 

The Chief Justice said tn his explanation 
that the application was not made to the 
court until March 26, on the eve of a 
weeks’ recess. This delay 
the face of the fact that Baez had from: 
Dec. 11 to appiy or relief. Because of this 
delay, he said, the court's interposition 
would have been unavailing if it had taken 
jurisdiction. If the writ of habeas corpus | 
had been issued April 9, the next court day | 
after the petition was presented to the 
court, the imprisonment would have ex-| 
pired six days afterwards and 14 days be- 
fore the person having him in custody | 
would be required to make his return. 
This before the case could be heard upon 
the write and return, the prisoner would | 
be no longer in custody.

“IT have no information to give out,” he 
said to the Post-Dispatch Thursday. 

“What are you going te do about enforce- 
ing the law?’ 

“] am not making my plans known," he 
replied, 

“So far as the public knows, you ere not 
duing anything," was suggested. 

Mr. Kenamore became excited over this 
suggestian. 

“Not doing anything!’ he exclaimed, for- 
getting that he had sald he would not talk. 
“Why, Mr. de Lisle, my deputy, and I went 
to Mr. Busch and told him we would re- 
apectfully request that he comply with the 
law. ‘Never,’ said Mr, Busch; ‘never. I will 
fight that law to the end,’ he gaid. 

“Yes.” said Mr. de Lisle, interrupting, 
“and all the other St. Louis brewers we ap- 
plied to did the same.” 

“Well, what did you do then?” was asked. 

“What could we do?" said Mr. Kenamore. 

lt was suggested that the grandjury was 
in session and that Col. Johnson was pre- 
pared to issue Warrants at any time.

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HUDSON MAXIM ON WAR 


In his article on the future of war, in the Sunday Post- 
Dispatch, Mr. Hudson Maxim strongly controverts some of 
Mr. I. 8. Biloch’e statements concerning the impossibility of 
war in modern conditions, 

Mr. Maxim's contention that the fatalities in war tend to 
decrease with the increase of deadliness of weapons is true. 
But this is not to vitiate Bloch’'s logic. 

The Polish writer maintains that modern weapons are go 
deadly that armies cannot live tn the open. He argues that

moner was the Lord Archbishop of York, 

For years, however, the washing of feet 
has been given up, and since Queen Vig- 
toria took the throne the giving of Mey 
entirely taken the piace of ther 
maunds.

INDIAN TREATY SIGHED 


THE CHEROKEES ABANDON THE 
THE TRIBAL RELATION. 


ALL LANDS f0 BE DIVIDED. 


Each Citizen of the Territory to Re- 
ceive 80 Acres, at an Average 
Value of $520. 


WASHINGTON, April 123.—The agreement 
with the Cherokee Indians has been final- 
ly signed, and their lands will be divided, 
doing away with the tribal relations. 

Following are the features of the treaty 
which have general interest: 

“All lands belonging to the Cherokee 
tribe of Indians in Indian Territory, except 
as herein reserved therefrom, shall be ap- 
praised at their true value, consideriag lo- 
cation and fertility of soil, excluding only 
improvements on lands in actual cultiva- 


tion. | 
“The appraisement ehall be made under 
the direction of the Dawes Commission, by 


such number of committees of appraise- 
ment as may be deemed sufficient to ex- 
pedite the work, one member of each com- 
mittee to be appointed by sald commission 
and one by the principal chief, and if tne 
members of any committee fall to agree 
as to the value of any tract of land the 
value thereof shall be determined by said 
commission, 

‘The committee shall make report of 
their work to the commission as may be 
required. The commission shail prepare re- 
ports of the same, in duplicate, and trans- 
mit them to the Secretary of the Interior 
for his approval, and when approved one 
copy shall be furnished the principa)] chiet 
and one copy returned to the office of tne 
commission for ita use in making aliot- 
ments as herein provided. 


*“‘All lands of said tribe, except as herein 
provided, shall be allotted by said commis- 
sion amang the citizens of the tribe entitled 
to share therein, so as to give each an equal 
share of the whole, in value, as nearly as 
may be, in manner following: There shall 
be allotted to each citizen & acres of 
land—boundaries to conform to government 
survey as nearly as may be—which may be 
selected by him, sa as to include improve- 
ments which belong to him. Eighty acres of 
land, valued at $6.50 per acre, shall consti- 
tute a standard allotment and shall be the 
measure for the equalization of values, and 
any allottee selecting lands of less value 
than such standard may select other lands 
not lawfully held or occupied by any other 
citizen, which, at their appraised value, will 
make his allotment equal, in value, to the 
standard so fixed. 

“If any citizen select % acres of land 
the appraised value of which, for any rea- 
son, is in excess of said standard, the ex- 
cess of-value shall be charged against him 
in the future distribution of lands and 
funds of the tribe arising from any source 
whatsoever, and he shall not be entitled to 
any further distribution of epeerty or 
funds until all other citizens shall ave 
received lands and funds equal in value to

90 days after the ratification of this agree- 
ment, select therefrom allotments of 80 
acres each for himself and the members 
of his family aforesaid, which said allot- 
ments he may hold and no more; and he 
shall, on or before 1991, make report in writ- 
ing to‘the Dawes Commission of the lands 
so selected by him, giving legal description 
thereof; and if he have, on the excess of 
such lands so held by him, buildings or 
fencing, he may within sald time é6ell or 
remove same and, failing to remove or sell 
the same within such time, he shall there- 
upon cease to have any i[nterest in or right 
to such buildings of fences, and the same 
shall betome a part’ of the land on which 
they are located; Dut he shall not be en- 
titled to remove, «é!l or receive compenéa- 
tion from the tribe or any citizen thereof 
for any other improvements on such lands, 

“When allotments, as hereinbefore pro- 
vided, have been made to all citizens, the 
residue of lands not herein reserved or oth- 
erwise disposed of shall be so apportioned 
among such citizens as to equalize their 
allotments; but, if the same be insufficient 
therefor, the deficiency shall be supplied 
out of the funds of the tribe, so that the 
allotments of all citizens may be made 
equal in value, as nearly as may be, in man- 
ner herein provided. If the allotment of 
any citizen exceed In value that of the 
standard so fixed, he may bay the excéss 
to the Indian agent, to be placed to the 
credit of the tribe, and shall thereupon re- 
ceive title to such allotment. 

“If a citizen select lands of the exact 
value of such stanvlard allotment, he shall 
receive title therefor; and, if a citizen se- 
lects lands of less value than such stand- 
ard allotment, he shall receive title for 
the lands so selected, and, as soon as ad- 
ditional lands are selected by him for the 
purpose of equaliizing his allotment, he 
shall receive addftional atent therefor. 

“When any citizen shall select his allot- 
ment and receive certificate thereof, the 
Secretary of the Interior shall immediately 
thereupon, through the United. States In- 
dian agent in said territory, ut him in 
‘uncestricted possession of nis allotment. 

“Lands allotted to citizens ghall not be 
incumbered by any debt or obligation con- 
tracted prior to the date of the deed. Lands 
shall not be allenable except for a fair 
consideration, to be actually paid, and said 
consideration shail not include any debt or 
obligation existing at the date of deed; pro- 
vided, that no sutt shall be brought to set 
aside a sale of land in violation ¢6f this 
paragraph. unless instituted within twelve 
months after the date of the deed, and all 
purchasers within said time shall be charged 
with notice of any violation of this pro- 
vision. 

“Bach citizen shall select from his allot- 
ment forty acres of land, which shall be 
inalienable for twenty-one 
the life of the allottee, unless, on hearing 
in the United States Court having juris- 
diction, it be found .that a sale thereof its 
for the best interest of the allottee, in 
which case the court, being satisfied that 
the consideration therefor is sufficient, shal] 
approve the deed. While such land is held 
by the allottee, or during said period of 
twenty-one years, the same shall be non- 
taxable, and shall mot be liable for any 
debt contracted by the owner thereof while 
geo held by him. 

‘“*And if for any reason euch selection be 
not made by any citizen, it shall be the 
duty of said commission to make selection 
for him. 
‘All Delaware Indians who are Cherokee 
citizens shall take lands and ehare in the 
\funds of the tribe, as their rights may be 
determined by judgment of the CSourt cf 
“laims, or by the a ne te Coauct, if ap- 

ealed, in the sult instituted therein by the 

elawares against the Cheros«ee Nation, 
and now pending.’’ 


The next most {mportant feature .o the 
provisions for allotment tis the provision 
made for town aites. On this subje2t tre 
agreetnent provides: 

“All towns in the Cherokse Nation tav- 
ing a present population of 200 or more 
shall be surveyed and laid out, unJer ru ez 
and regulations prescribed Sy the ~ecrctary 
of the Interior, into town lots, necessary 
streets and alleys and parks, conforming 
to oxiecing. surveys, where made by the 
Cherokee Nation, as far as may be, giving 
to each town such territory as may re- 
quired for its present needs and reasonable 
prospective growth; and the surveyors 
shall prepare five correct plats of each 
town, and forward the same to the Secre- 
tary for his peerevess and when approved 
by him he ehall retain one of said plats 
and transmit one to the principal chief, 
one to the clerk of the United States court 
within the jurisdiction of which the town Is 
located, one to the town authorities and 
one to the Dawes Commission. 

“There shall be an appraisement com- 
mittee for each town, which shall, after 
the parvey has been completed, appraise 
all towns lots therein at their true value at 
the time of appraisement, excluding im- 
provements, but considering the location, 
surroundings and advantages of the town; 
and shall appraise the improvements on 
each town lot separately, and such ap- 
praisement ehal}l be reported to the Secre- 
tary of the Interior and approves by him 

ore bec effective. 
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lon the value of any lot the value thereof 
shall ‘be fixed by the Secretary. 

“Each appraisement committee shall con- 
sist of one member to be appointed by the 
Secretary of the Interior; one by the prin- 
cipal chief, and one by the town authwori- 
ties, neither of whom shall! be interested In 
any town lot or lands in the town far which 
he 18 appointed, except one lot, on which he 
may reside. Kach member of such commit- 
tee shall be entitled to compensation only 
for the time he is actually employed in the 
discharge of his duties, and may at any 
time, far good cause, be removed by the 
Secretary of the Interior. 

“All controversies between claimants for 
the possession of any town lot or reel of 
land in any town shall be decided by a ma- 
jority of such townsite committee, subject 
to the approval of the Secretary of the In- 
terior. 

“Any citizen in rightful possession of any 
town lt which has been approved as re- 
quired by tribal laws, the right of occu- 
pancy of which he has acquired under tribal 
laws, shall have the right to purchase same 
by paying one-half the appraised value 
thereof, deducting therefrom such amount 
as May have been paid into the national 
treasury for such right of occupancy. 

“Any citizen in rightful possession of 
any tawn lot having improvements thereon 
other than temporary buildings, fencing and 
tillage, the occupancy of. which has not 
been acquired under tribal laws, shall have 
the right to purchase such lot by paying 
one-half the appraised value thereof.” 

@ most important of the miscellaneous 
provisions are as follows: The races of the 
citizenship in the Cherokee Nation shall be 
made as of April 1, 1990, and the names of 
all persons then living and entitled to en- 
_rollment on that date shall be placed on the 
rolls. The Cherokee school fund shall be 
| used under the direction of the Secretary of 
| the Interior. Forty acres may be selected
